HercasfomeoftheProfeflbrsoF  Diftillation,  in  aiid 
about  LonJow3have  heretofore  ufually  drawn  Strong- 
waters,  and  Aqfta.vitai&c.  out  of  Wines,Low-wints* 
ana  fmall  Spirits,  €^t.  by  One  alone  immediate  extra- 
ction, operation  ,  or  diftillation,  (  contrary  to  the 
moft  approved  form  of  working  in  this  out  Art)  and  have  been 
fo  opinionated  of  their  own  hereditary  erroneous  ways,that  they 
hiveefteemed  the  manner  and  order  here  taoght  >  to  be  altoge- 
ther unneccflary  and  improvident,  in  that  there  is  here  required 
Re-etiftflation,  which  they  have  ever  thought  to  be  (bperfluous.» 
Not  confidering,that  what  they  fave  by  their  feeming  thrift,they 
lofe'flouble  in  the  excellency  of  their  Wares ,  and  otherwife. 
Wherefore  that  fuch  may  not  only  acquit  themfelves  of  an  afper- 
fion  of  ignorance  (hot  undefervedly  caft  upon  them)  but  alfo 
vindicate  both  their  own,  and  the  Companies  reputation,  for 
time  to  come :  The,  directions  following  are  henceforth  by  thera 
and  every  Member  of  the  Company,  and  their  Succeffors,  duly 
and  exa&ly  to  be obfervd  and  pra&ifed  from  time  to  time  for 
ever  hereafter/  Aaa2  Thae 
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That  all  Wines, Lees  of  Wines,  Low-Wines5 and  Spirits,  un- 
derproof whatfoever  ( intended  for  making  of  rich  or  high  Spi- 
rits, Strong-Waters,  or  Aqua.vit£>  &o.')  be  firft  diftilled  ex- 
traded,  or  drawn  into  ftrong  Proof-Spirit,  whereby  they  may 
becorrededand  cured  of  their  natural,  harfli,  difhfteful,  unfa- 
vory, or  evil  qualities,  before  they  be  compounded  with  ingredi- 
ents, or  extraded  and  drawn  into  rich  or  high  Spirits,  Strong- 
waters,  or  AqnA-vit£ ;  according  to  Art, and  asis  required  in  the 
enfuing  Rules. 

And  becaufe  many  grofs  abfurdities  have  been  frequently 
pradifedin  adulterating  forae,  and  abufing  others,  of  the  mate- 
rials ufed  in  Diftillation ,  and  otherwife  by  Viflillers,  by  fuch  as 
•nly  refpt&thdr  own  particular  gain;  regarding  neither  the 
profit  or  credit  of  ViftiEers  that  have  been  neceflitated  to  make 
ufepf  fuch  their  ill-conditioned  Wares :  Wherefore  that  thefe 
grievances  may  be  removed  for  time  to  come ,  the  Diredions 
following  are  ftric~tly  to  be  obferved  and  pradifed  by  all  the 
Members  of  this  Company  and  their  SuccefTors  from  time  to 
time  for  ever. 
That  no  After-worts  or  Wafri  (made  by  Brewers5€^*c.)  called 
/Blewjthn,  nor  mufty ,  unfavory,  or  unwholefome  Tilts,  or 
Dregs  of  Beer  or  Ale ;  nor  unwholefome  or  adulterated  Wines , 
or  Lees  of  Wines ;  nor  unwholefome  Sugar- waters ;  mufty.,  un  * 
favoury,  or  unwholefome  returned  Beer  or  Ale;  nor  rotten, 
corrupt,  ot  unfavory  Fruits,  Drugs,  Spices  >  Hearbs ,  Seeds,  nor 
any  other  ill-conditioned  materials  of  what  kind  foever  ,  (hali 
henceforth  be  diftilled,  extraded  or  drawn  into  fmall-Spirits, 
or  Lowwines,  or  be  any  other  wayes  ufed,  diredly  or,  indi* 
redly,  by  any  the  Members  of  this  Company,  or  their  Succef- 
fors,  at  anytime  hereafter  for  ever. 

And  whereas  of  late  times  the  Small  Spirits  or  Low-Wines, 
made  and  fold,  as  well  in  and  about  London,**  elfewhere  in  this 
Common-wealth,  have  been  generally  complained  of,  for  their 
mean,  weak,  *nd  poor  condition;  whereby  many  inconveni- 
ences have  fain  upon  mofi of  the  DiHiUers  in  general  ;  and  that 
not  through  the  alone  practifes  of  fuch,  as  have  no  juft  title  to, 
orintereftin  this  corporation  5  >butevenby  fome  of  thcViftillers 
themiefves,  who(notwithftandingthdr  pretences  of  being  ne- 

ceffitated 
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ceffitated  thereunto  )  have  juftly  deferved  reproof  for  yielding 
to  be  A&ors  iaa  thing  of  fuch  ill  confluence  to  VifliUen  in  ge- 
neral. Wherefore?  that  thofe  abufes  and  diforders  may  now  be 
taken  away,  and  the  like  prevented  for  time  to  come,  the  enfuing 
Rule  is  duly  to  be  obferved  and  pra&ifed. 

That  no  SmalKpirits,  or  Low-wines,  fhall  henceforth  be  di- 
ftillcd,  extracted,  or  made,  and  be  allowed  to  be  fold,put  to  fale, 
or  ufed  by  any  of  the  Members  of  the  Company,  or  their  Succef- 
fors :  but  fuch  only,  as  oat  of  which, by  one  alone  rcdifbilation, 
extraction?  or  operation,  may  be  produced  in  quantity  ,  at  le?ft 
one  third  part  thereof  of  good  ftrong  Proof-fpirit ,  fuch  as  is 
required  in  the  Rules  enfuing,  for  making  rich  >  or  high  Spirits, 
Strong- waters,  or  Aqua-viu,  &c.  under  fuch  pains,  penalties.md 
puniftiments  ,as  by  the  Laws  of  the  Common-  wealth,|Ordinance?, 
or  Orders  of  the  Company,  orotherwife,  may  be  impofed  or 
inflided  on  the  contemners ,  negle&ers,  or  oppofers  of  thefe 
Directions, 

Rules  and  Directions  for  the  Com- 
pany of  Diftillers  of  London  ,  in  general : 

But  more  efpecially  for  fuch  of  them,  as  now 
do,  or  hereafter  ihall  make  Vinegars,  &c. 

WHereas  upon  due  examination  it  hath  plainly  appeared, 
That  many  infufferable  inconveniences  have  of  late  fain 
apon  this  Company,  and  their  Trade,  in  general  5  by  reafon  of 
the  diforderly  and  abufive  expence  and  imployment  of  Brewers 
Aftcr-worts(calledWaftis)  Infomuch,  that  thereby  not  only 
thofe  of  this  Company  that  have  had  no  hand  herein,but  even  the 
Diftillers  tbemfelves  that  have  been  the  Delinquents,  have  into- 
lerably fuffered  both  in  their  Reputation  and  great  decay  of 
their  Trades,by  thefe  their  alone  inconfiderate  pra&ifes.For  Re- 
formation of  the  prefent  diforders  and  abufes  >  and  future  pre- 
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vcntionofthelike,  thefe  emuing  Admonitions  and  Directions 
arc  ftriftly  to  be  obferved  and  pradtifed,  via. 

That  no  Member  or  Members  of  this  Company,  or  their  fuc 
ceflbrs,  nor  any  of  them,  at  any  time  hereafter,  forever,  by  any 
wayormcanswhatfotver(direftlyor  indire&ly)  fhall  or  may, 
ufe>  difpofe,  convert  or  imploy,any  After-worts  (or  Wafb,onde 
by  the  Brewers,  or  others) into  Vinegar,  Bcereagcr3  or  Ale-ea- 
ger, or  either  of  them-  or  to  or  for  any  other  ufe  or  imploy- 
ment  whatfoever,  except  only  to  diftil  the  fame  into  Low-wines, 
or  Spirits, to  be  rediftilled  into  Proof-fpiritfor  the  ufes  aforefiid, 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  thefe  Directions, 
£s  they  and  every  of  them  refpeft  their  Oaths  by  them  taken 
when  they  were  made  free*  and  received  into  this  Incorpora- 
tion;) And  will  undergo  the  penalties  provided,  or  to  be  pro- 
vided, by  the  ordinances  of  this  Company,  or  otherwife,  to  be 
impofed  or  infixed  on  the  Contemner^Negle&ers,  or  Qppofers 
hereof. 

Rule!. 
Provide  three  fweet  Tuns  (or  (mailer  Casks  j  place  them  or- 
derly on  fcantlings  5  provide  good  found  white  Ripe,  and  fuch 
well  conditioned  liquid  Materials  as  are  proper  for  this  ufe,  what 
fufficeth  (not  mufty  in  any  cafe.)  Then  number  your  Tuns  1,2,1, 
Fill  Tun  I,  with  Rape  withiniix  inches  of  the  Bungue  >  flop  the 
Bungue  with  Cork  or  Wood  very  clofe,  and  let  it  ftand  ,  and  in 
few  dayes  it  will  gather  heat  *,  then  being  conveniently  hot,fill  up 
the  vefTel  within  three  inches  of  top  full,  with  your  liquid ^ma- 
terials without  Dregs;  ftop  it  clofe  again.   And  at  that  tnftant, 
in  like  manner  as  before,  fill  Tun  2,  With  Rape,  after  a  few  days, 
that  will  be  hot  as  the  former  was  5  then  finding  it  conveniently 
hot,  draw  off  Tun  1,  and  put  it  into  Tun  z,and  ftop  both  dole : 
At  the  prefent  fill  Tun  3 ,  with  Ripe,  afvi  order  it  in  every  re- 
foeft,  as  you  did  the  former.  And  when  Tuns,  1  and  3  ,  have 
gathered  beat  fufficient,  fill  up  Tun  i>  with  fre(h  liquor  fas  at 
firft)and  draw  off  Tun  2$ind  put  it  into  Tun  )  ,and  lo  let  Tun  2, 
gather  Efficient  heat  again  5  then  draw  offTun  i ,  and  puc  it  in- 
to Tun  2.  Andatthatprefertt,  you  may  draw  off  Tun  3  ,  ana 
put  it  into  a  ftore-Cask  3  for  having  pafled  three  times  through 


the  Rape,  it  is  thereby  become  to  be  good  merchantable  Ware, 

And  fo  in  like  order,  fopply  one  Vetfei  from  another?  till  you 
have  fintfhed  your  work  according  to  Art. 

When  all  your  liquid  Materials  are  fpenc  ,  fo  that  you  have 
no  more  to  continue  your  work  ;  then  be  fure  your  Tuns  ftand 
neer  full,  till  you  are  provided  of  more  Liquor,  to  put  upon 
your  Rape;  for  if  your  Rape  (ftanding  dry)  ihouldwaxhot,you 
having  nothing  proper  to  fupply  the  fame,  your  Rape  will  foon 
decay,  and  be  utterly  fpoyled. 

In  Summer  or  warm  weather,  the  Rape  will  gather  fufficient 
heat  in  two  or  three  days ;  but  in  Winter  it  will  require  more 
time. 

Rule  1 1. 

Take  20  Quarters  of  good  found  Maulr,  convert  it  into  100 
Barrels  of  good  ferviceable  Ware  ;  (at  the  moft)  you  muft  allow 
to  this  quantity,  good  fweetHopsat  leaft  %6  pound,  And  be- 
ing well  wrought  according  to  Art,  put  it  into  fweet  Cask*, 
(fweet  Oyl-Buts  are  beft  )  fill  them  within  8  inches  of  the 
Bungues,  (being  laid  upon  Scantlings  in  the  Sun)  let  not  the  head 
work  over  at  the  Bungues,  and  it  will  fink  to  the  bottom;  Pre- 
pare  little  covers  of  wood  fit  to  cover  the  Bun^ues,  and  larger  co- 
vers to  lay  over  them,  to  defend  it  from  Rain  falling  into  the 
Caik.  Let  the  Bungues  ftand  open  only,  when  the  Sun  (bines 
hot  upon  the  Cask  ;  but  in  dole  or  wet  weather,  and  nights?  lee 
both  covers  be  alwayes  kept  on. 

When  the  firft  Head  of  the  Liquor  is  falm  then  draw  it  from 
the  Lee,  into  another  clean  fwect  Cask ;  andfo  afterward  from 
Cask  to  Cask,  as  there  (hall  be  caufe,till  it  come  to  perfe&ioin  1 
Then  draw  it  off  into  another  found  Cask ,  and  fo  houfe  it  for 
ufe. 

The  largeft  Cask  are  the  fitteft  to  houfe,  and  keep  Wares  in 
for  ftore. 

If  your  Wares  grow  long  and  ropy,  then  put  a  fit  quantity  of 
Allumintoit,  work  it  well  together  accordingto  Art,  and  it 
will  grow  (hort  again.
